SABBATH SCHOOLS. ,

ARTICLE VI.I1 M'f i j ..
To the Editors of the Union and American.
"Wo stated in tho previous articlo

that the1 Sabbath School was tho
only school in which tho Biblo was
tauglit to tho exclusion of every-
thing olso. And that although
catechisms and other elomontary
books were used therein, still thoy
were really adjuncts t? bring out
anil impress Uiblo truths, f urther-
more, that this very cxclusivcness
was u cogent reason to show its pos-
itive roligioua education. But in
order to prove clearly tho truth of
what wo have affirmed, let us con-
sider, more at length, tho true facts,
that children are subjects of Sab-
bath School instruction; and that
tho Bible is the instrument there
used to educate them.

Then, first, who and what aro
children? To this question one
will answer, that "they are tho men
and women of the future;" another
that "tho child is father to tho man;"
still another that, "just as tho twig
u.bent tho tree's inclined." All of
whiih aro true, hut probably nono
of the threo are conscious of tho
glorious ruths hidden in their an-
swers. Set yonder group of littlo
ones assembled, on tho old play-
ground, joyous m tho day is long,
with happiness playing o'er iher
faces like sunshine ou Bparkliug
waters. Could you ken tho future,"
3011 would seo among them, not
only tho good and tho truo, tho
great and the powerful of tho noxt
generation, but also the wicked and
the base, tho drunkard and tho
gambler, tho murderer and his vic-
tim. In still another, you would
bco the molhwrs of nations, tho
saviours of their country, tho judge
and the criminal, tho betrayer and
betrayed, the earnest Christian and
scofliiig infidel ; in short, idling in
play together, tho varied

of vice and infainj,
or truth and virtue. A still
further search would reveal to
3'ou, in embryo, a Cromwell, or
a "Washington, whoso famo would
become universal hereafter, and
H3'noirymi7.o a pari of tho worlds
history. All of us fail to rcalizo
tho just relation of childhood, and
too often forget that in children aro
summed up the boundloss possibili-
ties of humanity. Can an ono bo
so callous, so hardened by tho bit-
ter lesson of selfishness, sonon, and
sin as to bo altogether untouched
by association with children?
Surety, they lend to us an uncon-
scious benediction, and in their sim-
plicity and innocence wo walk lifes
morning paths anew. Truly, wo
should bo grateful that although tho
world lias its heartless men and
women, it also has its children,
their frankness and lovo that con
tains no deceit, to rebuke selfishness
and keep alive the finer feolings of
our nature. Tho Saviour under-
stood and explained tho truo dignity',
of children when he said " of such
is tho kingdon of hcavc;i. ' Yes,
"thoy aro the blossoms of another
world, whose fruitage if friends and'
demons, or angels and archanglos !

They .arc tho flowers of the invisi-
ble worJk ; indestructible, self-pe-r

petuating flowers, with each a mul-
titude of angels and evil spirits
underneath its leaves, toiling and,
wrestling for domination over it."

What we have stated above is ax-
iomatic in its forco and effect. In
the next place, if it be true that men
and women arc children of a larger
growth, it is also true that their
childhood is an age of preparation.
The most momentous foundations
are then laid, because at that time
the character is unformed, and the
whole nature plastic and uninscribed.
More is then learned that unlocks
all the rest, than in all subsequent
life. The being is one of complete
sensation, drinking in lessons from
all around. Not only the example
and association of others, together
with the trifling minuti.u of life,
bfil the sun and air, the floating
shadow and drifting cloud, likewise
become the instructors, and formers
of character for life. Thus a color
and current is given to the future of
every one. Wo do not say that
an3' one is entirety the creature of
circumstances; still all are the sub-
jects of circumstances. It is plain
that external surroundings have
much to do with the formation of
every character. While they may
not make a man, still they furnish
the material .out of which he makes
'something, and furnish an essential
ke3' to his life. Such being the
case, it is clear that the preparation
and training tf childhood is vitally
important, and lasting for good or
evil. Hence, because of this very
susceptibility to impression and in
llucnce, it is self-evide- nt that the
education of the Sabbath School is
positive as applied to the subjects
of its instruction and training.

Now secondly, tve claim that the
education of the Sabbath school is

qiositivc, because of the means which
ttuses.to educate these very sub-

jects, namely, the children. This
means, as wo have bcfoic stated, is
the Bible. We read among tho fa
bles of antiquity of a mirror which
revealed U its possessor objects
which he wished to see however re
mote, and by which he could dis- -

' cover with equal ease things above,
below, before and behind. Such a
mirror, but a far more precious trcas
tire, do we possess in tho Bible ; and
this is the mirror which icilecta and
reveals the teaching and training of
the Sabbath school. No fair-min- d

ed person can doubt the wondrous

-- nM Tvfl cffccCoktkeiHoly Scriptures.' That
the truths of the Bible awaken the
morals, of every order of humanity,
and purity the domestic, cml and so
cial relations; that they Inculcate
just views of right, and teach us how
to control the tierce passions of our
nature; that they give to man a true
conception of lifo with all its
manifold duties, and finally, that
they lead him m to
aspire after a conformity to a Be
ing pericct m every attribute, and
fill him with hopes freed from the
taint or earth, hcrvcnly in their na
ture, and, immortal m their destiny,
are lacis as truo as tucy arc mcon
trovertible. Then, we can most
ertainly affirm that whenever it

comes to do undcrstandmglv and
universally read, the tonc.of morals
win oc elevated, crime will- be less
Cued, justice will be loved, truth
and Christianity will prevail, while
Va virtuous public opinion, that
surest safe-guar- d of richt, will lend
tiie slneld of its invisible protec
tion' to laws human and divine. If
this be true of its influence, as refer
able to the whole world, it is far
more truo as applicable to the un3
formed ductile mind of childhood!
Such is tho case (aside from its di
vine origin), because it can always
ue macie instructive, interesting and
attractive to children. It need
never Vrearv f.hrir filfpnrinn. rr fnil
to 'call out their conversation and
thoughts. Simple iu language und
narrative, its truths arc inoro easily
coinprenended by them than any
ptners. No matter how 3ouug the
children, they can bo delighted with
its stories, and can understand the
life and love of Jesus, in whom all
its lessons meet

In fact, in tho Sabbath school sys
tern, as set forth in this article, wo
have embodied the living idea that
the Bible is the book with which to
educate the age. And the
beauty of its system is, that it deals
Svith the subject iu the most practical
and eUectivc way, by making its im
pressions and teaching its lessons
before there arc an3' fixed difficulties
to correct, prejudices to eradicate or
consolidated 83'stcms of skepticism
to tear down. Now habits, when
once formed, are for life, and these
are deeply fixed in childhood. It is
a great thing to impart knowledge.
yet it is a fargroater thing to fix.
iroodliabits. With the mind trained.
Knowledge can be self-acquire- yet
tne converse as to habits is not al
ways true. But with religious hab
its once formed, usefulness and
a. faithful Christian life will
almost certainly follow in their
train. Tho fostcrinir care of the
gardener must be bestowed on the
delicate plant, to protect it from the
summers heat and winters cold
The farmer makes ready the soilbc--

lore lie puts in the seed, and plant- -

ing it, uevciops it oy careiui cul
ture, betore he expects the product.
00 in tne one instance, tlic sabbath
School by the perpetual influence of
its christian trainnic fixes and se
cures these religious habits ; while in
the other it makes its earnest but
lasting impressions upon the plastic
muni 01 3011111, tills its opening fur
rows with christian truth, and Uuh
performs the prerequisite work of
seed lime and harvest. Summarily
spcaiving, uic oaooaui senool is
not only a purpose conceived, but a
purpose carried into execution, re
deeming, enlightening and directing.
On the one hand, in the perfect
working of its system, we may most
certainly nope, and confidently ex
pect that greatest blessing, namely,
a generation of religiously educated
youtn. Un the other hand, it era
bodies in its principles, teachings
and influence a sure bulwark against
that greatest curso and most certain
cause of ruin, namely, an irreligious
generation of 3'oulh, grown up m
error and ungodliness, without any
christian education. Veritas.

Cliurcti Mutters, l'rcnolicrs, nisi! tho
Progress of Itelizion.

The question of the separation of
Church and State is being discussed
quite earnestly in Switzerland.

The Rev. Dr. Ilackct, of Newton,
Massachusetts, is at work on the
translation of the book of Exodus
for the new Baptist version, and the
Rev. Dr. Conant on the Psalms and
Proverbs.

The Baptists in this country now
report a total membership of one
million onehundred thousand. Dur-
ing the last 3ear there have been
sixty-fou- r thousand accessions by
baptism.

The Rev. Dr. Watson, rector of
the Episcopal Church of the Atone
ment, Philadelphia, had his - house
furnished and a four 3ears' policy of
insurance on the house and furniture
given him by his llock, as a Christ
mas present.

No European state is now en
joying greater prosperity than Uun- -

arj. Kehgious freedom now pre
vails, and the people arc eager to
obtain the Scriptures and religious
books which were prohibited by the
Austrian concordat ouce controll
ing them.

Liberty of conscience has made a
great advance in Itaty. A man who
had been committed for refusing to
take an oath on account of consci
entious scruples has been released
b3 another court, and the latter dc
cisioh is cnthusiasticalty supported
by the press.

A " Presbyterian Church Exten
aiou League" is in process of forma
tion in tmcaiio, embracing mem
bers of all the New School churches,
with features and plans that promise
now suburban fields secured at once,
and new churches built with com
parativc freedom from pecuniary
embarrassments.

The London Daily Ncips thinks
that the Ritualists will not receive
much favor from the Prince of
Wales. They arc reminded that he
not long ago braved a storm to go
to a kirk in Dunrobin and hear Dr.
Gumming preach. The Prince and
PnnccFs both seem to prefer
enurencs remarkable forlhcmusica
excellence of their services than for
extravagances of ritual.

The Watchman itv.f J? i!ectur savs
that a few years prior to the com
mencement of that paper a little
more than fity 3'cars ago theie were,
besides the African Church, but
three Baptist churches in the town
of Boston ; and within a radius of
ten miles around, there were only
seven other Baptist churches, all
small and lecole.

The were well mounted on horse
and mules stolen from the people of
tne country, and they pillaged at
will on all that came in their way.
The force consisted of negroes and
whites in about equal numbers, the
latter being chiefly from the north-
ern counties of the State. The en-
tire army was ostimated-b- the peo-
ple to number five hundred, but in
reality wa3 only half that shong in
men, though in horses and mules
they numbered at least five hun-
dred. They helped themselves freely
to whatever lliey fancied, and

much thc3 could not carry
otf. At Branchville, for instance,
fifteen miles north of Mbnticello,
where they camped, or rather stop
ped, and counted their plunder the
first night, some of them went into
a houso and pulled the mattresses
out from under tho. children who
had gone to bed, aud made them-
selves comfortable b3 using or de-

stroying cver3 vostige of bed cloth-
ing "and wearing apparel on the
premises. At tho samo place they
broke open a store and utterly de-

molished the contents. They took
boots, shoes, calico, hardware, gro-
ceries, horse collars, ten-penn- y nails,
putty, ink and beeswax, and what
thc3 could not pack on their horses
trampled under their hoofs.

Continuing their march of devas-
tation, they constantly left the road
to destroy until thc3' crossed the
line of JefTerson and Drew counties.
Jefferson is one of the happy 103'al
counties not liable to the penalties
of treason, stratagem and spoils.
Mirabilc, dictu, when the line was
crossed a change stole over the
minds of the 103'al thieves, and they
stole no more ; that is to sa3', they
took nothing but what thc3r saw or
wanted, and the citizens who looked
out and saw the heterogeneous car-
avan laden with live geese and pet-
ticoats and grind stones, cross-cu- t

saws.coon skins and wagon tongues,
buggy tops, carpets and pot lids,
they felt devoutly thankful that they
were residents of a blessed loyal
county, aud that the wants of their
noble protectors wcro entirely sup-
plied. An odd feature of the grand
emigration was a quartermaster.
Ilis name, as j'ct, has not been reg-
istered outside of his State. lie
was loo busy in looking after his
private interests to help his men
steal much, though at one of the
ferries he gave the fenyman a re
ceipt, at twenty-fiv- e cents a head,
for crossing over the command.
This was, no doubt, one of his dry
jokes for the amusement of the fer
ryman. The remainder of the inarch
was not relieved by another such
unusual incident From Pine Blulf
they were ordered on to Little Rock.

Last Tuesday week a street diff-
iculty took place in Pine Blulf be
tween some soldiers of the Twenty-fift- h

Regulars and about twenty-fiv- e

of the negro militia. Five or six of
the latter got vory roughly handled,
aud returned to their quarters b3 the
straightest possible cut. The sher-
iff and constable interfered, or the
colored troops might have been no-
bly thrashed. Later in the after
noon, a squad of the said troops of
color halted in front of Wilkms fc

Wilson's store and cast about for
blood. Having whiskied up to a
fighting temper, they soon got what
thc3 wanted, namely blood.

The3 undertook to recruit a re-
spectable negro of the place, which,
not being in accordance with his
ideas of constitutional liberation,
resulted in a fist fight During the
progress of this athletic exercise,
the civilian drew a knife to hasten
conclusions and stabbed one of his
military friends two times. The
wounds wcro severe but not neces
sarily latal. Uur informant lett a
few minutes afterwards, and at that
time the colored trops were con
sulting the propriety of burning the
town.

Such is the condition of affairs
in our sister State. The foregoing
is a simple statement, not at all ex
aggerated. The people are heroically
patient and lorbcanug under re
pcatcd outrages outrages on their
persons and property. Though
often sorely tempted to take ven
geance in their own hands, thc3'
have, as a people, thus far been law-abidi-

to the letter.
